Men Refusing to Work 
Taken From Relief Rolls 


One of the regulations of the 


TERA Is that a man on relief rolls 
when offered work and refusing to 
accept It. his name Is Immediately 
stricken from the relief roll of 
whatever community he happens to 
live In. 


An example of how the ruling 


works *as shown today when the 
names of several men who had 
been assigned work on road build- 
ing contracts refused to work and 
quit the Job. T<ielr names were 
Immediately reported to the local 
emergency 
relief 
bureau 
nnd 


prompt action was taken In strik- 
ing their names from the relief 
rolls. 


Several of the men had been as- 


signed to work on the New Paltz- 
Ireland Corners road from the Na- 
tional Re-employment Service In 
the city hall. They are quoted as 
saying that .they were not going 
to work on the road, and that 
they would get relief anyway. 


The same trouble was experi- 


enced on the East Chester street 
by-pass when several men who had 
been notified to report for work to 
the contractor failed to show up on 
the Job. 


At the emergency relief bureau 


it was stated that when a man Is 
notified to appear for work and 
falls to do so that his name Is also 
stricken from the relief rolls. 


On the road construction Jobs 


which are let out by contract the 
contractor Is obliged to obtain his 
laborers from the National Re- 
employment Service.

Sulphur Find. Way lato 


Many Lanes of Industry 


. Sulphuric add Is the life blood of 
chemical Industry. 
It Is used wher- 


ever a cheap, strong acid is required, 
which takes In about every branch 
of the business. Its biggest' use is 
in the manufacture of artificial fertil- 
izers of both the ammonia and the 
phosphate varieties. Next comes the 
iwtroleum Industry, where It Is used 
to wash Impurities out of.the oil; then 
tile Iron and steel business, which 
uses large amounts. of It to clean 
metal surfaces. 


A large part of the sulphur not 


needed for sulphuric .acid Is used In 
making paper and rayon, writes Thom- 
as M. Beck In the Chicago Tribune. 
Sulphur dioxide, combined with alkalis 
to form sulphites, is an. essential re- 
agent In the conversion of wood into 
the best grades of pulp from which 
newsprint and rayon are made. 
In 


addition the commonest rayon, viscose, 
requires the use In Its manufacture of 
carbon dlsulphlde, a liquid formed by 
heating a .mixture of coke and sul- 
phur. 


Huge, amounts of sulphur are 'used 


each year In rulcanlrlng 
rubber. 


Other Important uses are. the manu- 
facture of black gunpowder, prepara- 
tion of the so-called sulphur dyes, the 
spraying of fruit trees, .-and. In the 
form of sulphur dioxide, for bleach- 
Ing and fumigating. Two applications 
are- the .use of 'compressed sulphur 
dioxide as a refrigerant and that 
'of a mixture of sulphur with, inert 
materials for acldproof cements.

Savannah, Oa., May 14 <;p).— 


Pleasant A. Stovall, editor of the 
Savannah Evening Press and former 
United States minister to Switzer- 
land. died today. 
" 


The 77-year-old editor had been In 


poor health tor some time. He died 
at his residence here. 


Long one of Georgia's prominent 


figures In journalism, Stovall began 
bis newspaper career after 'gradu- 
ating at University of Georgia in 
1J75. 


Pleasant Alexander Stovall's boy- 


hood friendship for Woodrow Wilson 
took Mr. Stovall from the editor's 
chair of a Georgia newspaper to an 
International post as 'minister to 
Switzerland. 


During the war president's school 


days at Augusta, Ga., he and Mr. 
Stovall were clos* friends and when 
the world conflict came. President 
Wilson sent <hls Georgia chum as en- 
voy to the Swisa government. 


Mr. Stovall remained at bis diplo- 


matic post from 1913 to 1920, serv- 
ing'throughout the trying war and 
post war periods as adviser on ques- 
tions of neutrality and aiding refu- 
gees who flocked to Switzerland. 


So successful were his effort* that 


the Belgian government presented 
to him a gold medal in recognition 
of his humanitarian services. 


In Georgia and his home city of 


Savannah, more -honors were heapec 
upon him, but the one for which Mr 
Stovall cared most was an bonorar 
degree of LL. p., conferred In 192 
by hi* alma mater, the University o 
Georgia. 


Mr. Stovall entered the newspape 


field following his graduation from 
the university in 1875 with a B. S 
degree as reporter on the Athen 
(Oa.) 
Banner, later becoming clt 
editor. 


The late'Patrick Walsh Induce 


to become affiliated with th 
Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle, the olde* 
newspaper in the state at the time 
Mr. Walsh was editor. 
Mr. Stovall's 


promotion was rapid and he soon be- 
cameassociate editor.
